12,000 Books for Sale by Auction.

LAKE GENEVA, Wis., Jan. 26.—John E. 
Burton of this village has shipped his en- 
tire library of 12,000 volumes to New York, 
where it will be sold at auction. This 
library is the largest private collection of 
books in the Northwest. 

The Burton lhbrary is the accumuiation 
of a lifetime, for its owner was a mere boy 
when he began to form it. Mr. Burton was 
untiring in his search for books that ap- 
pealed to his tastes, and dealers in all the 
large cities of this country and in London, 
Paris, and Amsterdam were on the lookout 
for treasures for him. 

At many of the great book auctions in 
Boston and New York his representatives 
were on hand to bid for What he wanted. 
At the Livermore sale in Boston, about ten 
years ago, Mr. Burton secured the nucleus 
of a remarkable collection of New England 
Primers. To this he has added largely since 
then, as well as to his collection of old 
Bibles, numbering about 200, 

Mr. Burton's valuable collection of auto- 
graphs will also be sold at auction. A 
unique item in this collection is George 
Washington's original first survey, made 
when he was a boy of eighteen, in Fairfax 
County, Va. There are autographs of ey- 
ery President from Washington to Roose- 
velt, with autograph letters of John Brown, 
Benedict Arnold, Marie Antoinette, Glad- 
stone, Napoleon, and Wellington.

LOGANSPORT, Ind., Jan, 26.—It has just 
been learned that George J. Marott of In- 
dianapolis, owner of the Logansport Street 
Railway, has effected a consolidation of his 
interests with the Kokomo Street Railway 
Company, and the consolidated concern will 
at once connect the systems with an in- 
ter-urban electric line between the 
cities.

Proposed Conditions for Granting Fa- 
vors to the Union Railway Co. 
YONKERS, N. Y., Jan. 26.-—-A lively time 
is expected to-morrow night in the Com- 
mon Council, when a resolution allowing 
the Union Railway Company to have more 
time in which to extend its lines to Tuck- 
ahoe and to New York City comes up 
for action. The railroad obtained the 
franchises over a year ago, and the work 
should have been completed, but is not.

108 East Thirteenth Street, and 
into Broadway two of the 
three horses, Matt and Bob, slipped, but 
regained their footing. As the tower truck 
gt into the electric car tracks, just across 
Tenth Street, Driver Andrew Munn turned 
aside to pass a car, and these two hors 
again fell, and under the impetus of the 
heavy truck slid along the asphalt, carrying 
the off horse, Joe, until at the 
corner of Broadway and Ninth 
struck against a fire hydrant, 
pierced his chest. Driver Munn had tried 
to tufM around the corner to check the 
slipping of the horses, but they were going 
too fast The front wheel of the tower 
struck a lamppost, breaking it off, and 
just then the even bar of the truck broke 
and penetrated the back of the already in- 
jured off horse, wounding him terribly 
that he had to be shot. The driver broke 
down ani cried over the fate of the horse, 
which had been a pet in the department. 
The Broadway cars were blocked, and 
about 1,500 people gathered around the 
disabled tower, while the firemen in Bond 
Street had to send for the Elm Street 
tower 

When the fire was first discovered it was 
on the fourth floor, where Engineer Mal- 
lon was at work putting in a counter shaft 
and making repairs needed because of the 
previous fire. On the third floor were 
some bookkeepers, while on the top floor 
were ex-Alderman Fleck and four em- 
ployes, among whom was Richard Crotty, 
a deaf-mute, who came near his le sath be- 
cause he did not hear the cries of his com- 
panions or the roaring of the blaze. When 
the smoke rolled up trom the fourth floor 
he became bewildered, and was going to 
jump, but Fleck remembered that Crotty 
had been left, and went back for him. 
Both were burned about the face and 
hands, but managed to get out. Mallon, 
the engineer, fared the worst. He was bad- 
ly burned on the right side of his face, 
and his eyebrows were singed. He got into 
a near-by grocery store and covered the 
burns with lard and flour. A number of 
firemen in Shinbone Alley were struck by 
bricks dislodged by the stream from the 
water tower, but none of them was seri- 
ously hurt. Every one in the building got 
down by the stairs, except John Wilkus, 
who clambered down the fire escape. 

As soon as Chief Croker arrived he 
dered a company to tear down the guard 
fence along the tunnel. All the way 
through difficulty was found in getting at 
the fire, and the firemen were hampered 
at every turn by the tunnel excavation. 
It took two hours of fighting to make it 
certain that the flames could be confined 
to that building. An engine company 
broke through the front door, dashed up- 
stairs, and prevented the flames from 
spreading below the third floor. Chief 
Croker placed the damage at $25,000. The 
first floor is vacant and on the second 
floor is Wilck & Co.'s laundry. The build- 
ing is owned by Lucy J. Smith and the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. 

Fire Marshal Thomas F. Freel, ex-C 
ain of Engine No. 8&8 reached the 
about 2:30 o'clock, and while the 
was still raging put Alderman Fleck 
Engineer Mallon through a minute exami- 
ration in his effort to learn the origin of 
the flames. 

Fleck told the Marshal that he lost in the 
fire some cuff links set with diamonds, a 
gold watch and chain, and a raglan over- 
coat. After the flames had been con- 
quered a search brought no trace of the 
jewelry, and a number of half-melted for- 
eign coins were the only valuable things 
discovered. Fleck said that during the 
morning his full force had been working 
because of a rush order for the American 
Woolen Company. He had about 200 ac- 
counts and goods for those accounts there. 
His method of sponging and refinishing,

IN HONOR OF THE PRINCE|

Arrange to Welcome Him with a 
Torchlight Parade. © 


It Will Take Place on the Evening of 
Feb. 26, Previous to the 
Banquet. 


The German-Americans of New York and 
vicinity will welcome Prince Henry with @ 
monster torchlight procession, The number 
which will be in line may be 50,000, and is 
not likely to be less than 30,000. That was 
the conclusion which the United German So- 
cieties came to yesterday afternoon at their 
meeting in Terrace Garden, and the num- 
ber of paraders which has been indicated 
is the estimate of Dr. Louis Weyland, the 
President of the temporary organization, 


and others, ‘ 

The Prince will review the parade from a 
portico of Arion Hall, at Park Avenue and 
Fifty-ninth Street. The time, as has been 
fixed by arrangement between representa- 
tives of the Executive Committee and Dr. 
von Holleben, the German Ambassador at 
Washington, will be between 6 and 9 
o’clock on the evening of Feb. 26. The 
parade is expected not to consume more 
than two hours of time. It is likely to be- 
gin to move at 6:30 o'clock and end moving 
in review before the Prince at 8:80 o'clock. 
Some time between 8:30 o'clock. and 9 
o'clock the Prince is expected at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria at the banquet of the Staats- 
Zeitung to the editors of this counry. It is 
hoped by the German-Americans that he 
can be held at Arion Hall until 9 o'clock. 

In addition to this mark of esteem on the 
part of the German-Americans, some other 
minor honors are to be shown the distin- 
guished visitor while the pageant is pass- 
ing before him. A small delegation—a 
committee, as the singers yesterday put it— 
is to personally meet the Prince at Arion 
Hall, and on behalf of the large body of 
German-Americans in this locality repre- 
sented by the marching men, and esti- 
mated to be fully 250,000 souls, present 
their respects. An address appropriately 
framed, embodying the sentiments and 
well-wishes of the New York German- 
Americans for the Admiral, is also to be 
handed to him at that time. 

The parade will form on Park Avenue, 
above Fifty-ninth Street. It will move 
south on Park Avenue, on the west side, to 
Fifty-sixth Street, and come up on the 
east side of the thoroughfare, on the return 
trip passing the Prince. 

One delegate said that it would be impos- 
sible to get a pageant numbering 30,000 to 
move with the promptness which would be 
required, because of the short time the 
Prince had to view the parade. The dele- 
gate suggested that they stand still, and 
with their banners waving open their ranks 
and sing, while the Prince rode through, 
“Hell dir im Siegerkranz’’ and “ The 
Star-Spangled Banner.’” Dr. Weyland said 
this would not do, because the Prince 
would have a very busy day of it, and there 
was no telling by what route he would 
reach Arion Hall. 

There was considerable discussion on 
how the money necessary for the expense 
of the parade should be raised. A dele- 
gate thought that each man who bore a 
torch should pay 50 cents. If there were 
20,000 men in line that would mean $15,000, 
an amount which was by general expres- 
sion of opinion agreed to be enough. 

Both Dr. Weyland and Editor Van Skal 
opposed the idea. A motion was passed 
that an honorary committee of 125 men be 
selected, to whom an appeal would be made 
to bear the burden of the expense of the 
demonstration. 

At the previous meeting it had been left 
to the Executive Committee to decide upon 
the number of Vice Presidents which were 
to be elected Kither one or four were 
mentioned. The committee reported that it 
had decided upon one, namely, George Von 
Skal. It also reported having selected a 
Financial Secretary in the person of Alder- 
man Wolff. Both of these men were ac- 
ceptable to the general body and were 
promptly elected, — 

The Executive Committee was also in- 
creased in size from twenty-five to fifty 
men, This committee will select a Marshal, 
aides, men to draft the address which is to 
be presented to the Prince, and also the 
men who are to come into personal contact 
with the German Admiral. They will de- 
cide most of these matters at a meeting 
which is to take place this evening in Ter- 
race Garden, and they will decide also on 
the date for the next general meeting, at 
which all the plans for the reception of the 
Prince are to be positively fixed and con- 
summated. 


LUNCHEON TO PRINCE HENRY. 


Committee of Commerce and Industry 
Will Entertain Him at Sherry’s 
on February 26. 

The visit of Prince Henty to New York 
is to be signalized by one function, which, 
although of 2. private character, may have 
a very imporiant bearing upon future com- 
mercial relations between the United States 
and Germany. While this function will be 
purely social in itself, it is likely to be in- 
fluential in future considération, both in 
the United States and in Germany, of ex- 
piring treaties and the great trade ‘prob- 
lems in which these countries are mutually 
and vitally interested. 

This event has been arranged by a Re- 
ception Committee of Commerce and In- 
dustry, who, together with thelr guests 
from all parts of the United States, may 
be termed representatives of the moving 
forces in the industrial and commercial 
progress of the United States. Believing 
that Prince Henry would be pleased to 
meet men prominently connected with the 
commerce and industries of the United 
States, an invitation has been extended to 
the Prince for a luncheon at Sherry’s on 
Feb. 26, to meet 100 representative men 
identified with such business interests, 
which invitation has been accepted through 
the German Ambassador at Washington. 

The gentlemen giving the luncheon are 
Morris K. Jesup, J. Pierpont Morgan, Ed- 
ward D. Adams, George F. Baker, John 
Claflin, Elbert H. Gary, L. M. Goldberger, 
Abram 8S. Hewitt, Alexander FE. Orr, Will- 
fam Rockefeller, James Stillman, and Will- 
jam K. Vanderbitt. 

A gentleman of high official standing in 
Germany, who is now in this country, says 
in regard to this luncheon, and the purpose 
for which it has been planned: 

“TT am sure that any commercial misun- 
derstanding between Germany and _ the 
United States that may arise in the honor- 
able rivalry of our commerce will be en- 
tirely eliminated, as, in the course of time, 
we become better acquainted with each 
other and with the traditions and purposes 
of our Governments and our peoples.”’ 

The invitations which have been sent to 
the 100 ‘Captains of Industry,’’ as such 
persons have been termed by President 
Roosevelt, to be the guests of the Commit- 
tee of Commerce and aot, will, it is 
stated, bring to New York on Feb. 26 men 
who represent all the principal lines of 
business in every section of the United 
States. Their names will not be disclosed 
before the luncheon. In some fespects it 
will be the most noteworthy Se in 
the commercial and industfial history of 
the country.

MAINE LUMBER CUT GOOD 


This Year’s Supply Fulfills Expectations 
—Laborers Scarce Despite In- 
crease in Wages. 

Special to The New York Times. 
BANGOR, Me., Jan. 27.—Maine lumber- 
men were never better pleased with the 
conditions of their business than they are 
at the present time, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that the logging season on 
all waters will be the most successful in 
ten years. The Winter has been a peculiar 
one, but, contrary to the impression that 
prevails in some quarters, conditions in the 
woods have been most favorable for rapid 

and easy work. 

Early in December much snow fell, and 
while it lasted all hands were busy cutting, 
but before any of the operators were ready 
to haul to the yards there came a great 
rain, which carried off most of the snow 
and left the roads frozen. Then there was 
more snow, which made fine hauling, and 
the yards were soon filled up. Very little 


snow has fallen this month, and the roads 
have remained in the same good condition, 
so that hauling to the landings has prog- 
ressed rapidly. 

The logs are fully equal to those of last 
season, and indications are that the quan- 
tity will exceed that of 1901. The cut in 
the entire State must aggregate nearly 
700,000,000 feet—200,000,000 on the Penob- 
scot, 150.000,000 feet on the Kennebec, 
150,000,000 on the Androscoggin, 40,000,000 
on the Aroostook, 20,000,000 on the St. 
Croix, 30,000,000 on the Machias and Nar- 
raguagus, 20,000,000 on Union River, 20.- 
000,000 on the Saco, and a considerable 
quantity on the Upper St. John and numer- 
ous small streams. 

The one thing that has worried the lum- 
ber operators this Winter is the_ labor 
question. Although wages are from 15 to 30 
per cent. higher than at any previous time 
in twenty vears, men have been scarce, 
and those that have gone into the woods 
do not appear to be well satisfied. The 
only explanation is that they are getting 
so much more money than usual that 
they feel rich with a few months’ pay 
coming to them and want to go to town to 
have a spree. This, of course, does not 
apply to all, but it seems to be the trouble 
with a good many, especially those who 
were hired in Massachusetts and were 
never in the woods before. 

It is said that hundreds, even thousands, 
of workingmen were lured to Manitoba 
and other sections of the Northwest last 
Summer by low railroad fares and prom- 
ises of high wages at harvesting, aud that 
when they got there they found th. savor 
market overstocked and have not .ven 
able to save up enough money since to 
pay thelr way back to Maine. 


THE WALLA WALLA CREW. 


Shipmaster, a Passenger, Criticises 
Them for Pulling Away and Leav- 
ing Many to Drown. 

From The San Francisco Chronicle, Jan. 17. 
The last of the testimony in the investi- 
gation into the loss of the steamer Walla 
Walla that has been in progress before the 
local Inspectors of Steam Vessels for the 
last week was submitted yesterday after- 
noon. Capt. C. D. Swan, who was a pas- 
senger on the steamer when she went down, 
was called to the stand by the Captain of 
the Walla Walla to tell of the discipline of 
the crew after the collision, and of the 
efforts that had been made to save the 
lives of the passengers. Capt. Swan is a 


seafaring man, and has sailed on the Pa- 
cific Ocean for many years. 

“1 was awakened by the crash of the 
collision,’ he said. ‘‘I got out on the deck 
as quickly as I could. The vessels were 
then just separating. I could see no lights 
on the bark that collided with the steamer, 
and could not have seen them if the vessel 
had them from where I stood. I heard the 
Captain give orders to get the boats out, 
and 1 went to my room to get some cloth- 
ing. When I was putting on my vest I 
looked at my watch. It was then five min- 
utes past 4. I assisted in lowering the 
boats, and was busy on the hurricane deck 
aft trying to get one of the spare boats 
over the side when the vessel sank. I 
caght hold of a raft when I reached the 
surface. I was much exhausted when I 
crawled up on it. There were eight of us 
on that raft, and our combined weight 
almost submerged it. 

‘‘In my opinion the officers and crew did 
their best to get the boats out and save 
the passengers, with one exception. The 
boats when they were launched pulled 
away from the side of ‘the sinking steamer, 
and they kept away. If they had stood by 
the sinking vessel many more would have 
been saved. Had I known that the boats 
were pulling away from the vessel I would 
have been in one of them, It never entered 
my mind that the boats that were launched 
were not standing by. There was no reason 
why they should not have remained within 
a few feet of the steamer. The sea was 
not so rough that they could not have been 
easily managed. When I went under the 
water affer the vessel sank there was 
scareely &ny suction from her. 

‘When I got on a raft I could hear twen- 
ty or thirty people about me in the water 
crying for help. Those cries Bradually died 
away. Had the boats stood by many of 
the people could have been saved. The 
boats could have held many more than 
they had. The steamer Dispatch picked up 
fifty-three people, and out of them eight- 
een were from two rafts. She picked up 
four rafts and four boats, and nearly half 
of those saved by her were taken from the 
rafts. Those who got on the rafts did so 
after the vessel sank. None of the rafts 
eould be moved toward the places where 
the cries for help came, and nothing could 
be done to help those in the water. The 
boats could have been handled and moved 
in among the wreckage to the aid of the 
drowning persons. When I got on the raft 
I could see about twenty persons struggling 
in the water about me, but could du noth- 
ing to ald them. 

“Just before the lights went out on the 
steamer before she sank I looked at my 
watch and it was then 4:45. My wate 
stopped after I went into the water, and it 
now shows the time of 5:02." 

A. K, Sheats, D. A. Stiverns, Edgar H. 
Montell, T. C. Eager, and L. W. Simmons, 
Customs Inspectofs who were on the wharf 
at the time the steamer sailed from San 
Francisco, were called, and none of them 
sald he saw any of the officers of the ves- 
sel drunk on the steamer when she was 
sailing. Sheats said he saw one or two of 
the sailors who had been drinking, but none 
of them_was unable to perform duty. 

Capt. Hall said it was his intention when 
he gave the order to swing out the boats 
to put all the passengers of the vessel in 
them and then make an effort to save his 
vessel. He said that if he had been able to 
keep the steamer afloat it was his purpose 
to take the passengers back on board. The 
vessel sank, however, while he was getting 
the boats out. He and First Mate Neilson 
and Second Mate Lupp said that they had 
given orders to the men in the boats to 
stand by the steamer, and that they did 
not know why they had all pulled away 
from the sinking vessel. 


FELL AND BROKE HIS NECK. 


Joseph McGovern, 78 Years Old, Instant- 
ly Killed at His Home. 


While ascending the stairs of \his home, 
321 East Thirty-fifth Street, shortly before 
midnight last night, Joseph McGovern, sev- 
enty-eight years old, slipped and fell from 


the landing on the fourth floor to the third 
and broke his neck. He died instantly. 

McGovern's wife, Mary, is sick with pneti- 
monia, and he had been to a drug store 
getting some medicine for her. Just as he 
reached the top aapeion of his home he 
slipped, missed his footing, and fell head- 

pwn to the third floor. 

Neighbors heard the noise as McGovern 
fell, and they rushed out and carried him 
to his apartments. A policeman of the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Station was called 
in, and he summoned an ambulance from 
Bellevue Hospital.

, IGNORED BY BERLINERS 
Fail Even to Raise Their Hats 
: as He Passes. 


Feeling Toward Germany. 


BERLIN, Jan. 26.—The Prince of Wales, 
Who is to represent King Edward at the 
Celebration of the birthday of Emperor 
visited the Prussian 
Princes, Count von Biilow, (the Imperial 
Chancellor,) the various Ambassadors, and 
Other distinguished personages this morn- 
ing. 

Soon aftér 1 o'clock Emperor William and 
the Prince drove in a closed carriage to the 
barracks of the First Royal Dragoons, 
‘Queen Victoria's Own. A triumphal arch- 
‘Way of evergrgens had ‘been erected in front 
of the porch of the barracks and the regi- 
Ment was drawn up in parade order. The 
band played the British national anthem, 
and, after the regiment had marched past, 
the Emperor and the Prince of Wales pro- 
ceeded to the regimental messroom, where 
luncheon was served. The party included 
the British Ambassador’ (Sir F. C. Las- 
celles) and his staff, Princes Albert and 
Eitel Frederick, and Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia. 

Emperor William, tn a speech 
King Edward, touchingly referred 
death of Queen Victoria, and spoke of the 
“* wonderful colonial tour of the Prince of 
Wales” as exemplifying the greatness and 
extent of the British Empire. His Majesty 
also invited the company to drink to the 
health of the Prince of Wales as the rep- 
resentative of the British Army, to which 
toast the Prince suitably responded. 

The luncheon ended at 3 o'clock, 
Emperor William returned to the 
and the Prince of Wales took a train: for 
Potsdam, there to visit the Duchess of 
Albany and to lay a wreath upon the tomb 
of Empress Frederick. 

In the evening Emperor William and the 
Empress gave a dinner party to the Prince 
of Wales in the Elizabeth Hall of the cas- 
tle. The British Minister, Count von Bi- 
low, and Count von Waldersee were among 
those present. } 

The day passed without any disrespect be- 
ing shown to the Prince of Wales. German 
crowds have a too deeply abiding respect 
for royal personages and are ioo thorough- 
ly policed ever to jeer them. But, in a city 
where the lifting of one’s hat is as univer- 
gal as ordinary civility, it was singular to 
see the passing crowds with never a hat 
raised and to hear no murmurs of applause. 

The last .experience of .the Prince of 
Wales outside the United Kingdom was his 
departure, amid thunderous cheers, from 
the shores of Newfoundland. The streets

Prince Henry's trip 
shows that we wish to remain in the same 
relations:in the future, and the reception 
which the people, the Government, and 
public opinion are preparing for him on 
American soil will give splendid proof that 
the Americans cherish similar sentiments 
and hopes.”

Arsenic as a Diet. 
From The London Express. 

Arsenic as a staple diet is taken regu- 
lariy by the peasants of Styria and the 
Tyrol, ana they apparently thrive on it. 

The arsenic is taken fasting, usually in 
a cup of coffee, the first dose being quite 
minute, but is slowly increased from day 
to day until, it it sometimes 


amcunts to the of twelve or 
fourteen grains. 

lt is principally eaten by woodcutters and 
hunters, with the object of warding off 
fatigue and improving staying powers. 

The sale of arsenic is illegal in Austria 
without a physician’s certificate, so the 
consumer keeps the fact of its use as quiet 
as possible, and makes it difficult to obtain 
information. 

Arsenic eaters who have fully acquired 
the habit are long lived, though liable to 
sudden death, which is usualy the manner 
of their demise. They have a very fresh, 
youthful appearance, and usually escape 
infectious diseases. 

At first they show symptoms of arsenic 

| poisoning, but these soon disappear as the 
system adjusts itself to the new condi- 
tions. If the arsenic eater suddenly ceases 
to use the drug he immediately succumbs 
to the effect of arsenic poisoning. It is 
extremcly dangerous to begin the practice 
before twelve years old, or after thirty, and 
at fifty the daily dose must be gradually 
reduced, or sudden death will ensue.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. — 


AN ECHO @F THE DREYFUS CaSE.—The de- 
cision of the French Government to post- 
pone the consideration of the long-pend- 
ing petition of Joseph Reinach rein- 
Statement as an officer in the French ter- 
ritorial army, militia, until after the 
May elections shows how anxious the Wal- 
deck-Rousseau Ministry is to prevent 
litical capital from being made out of the 
Dreyfus case at the present time. It also 
recalls a little-known incident of the early 
days of the revival of the cause célébre. 

In 1898 Joseph Reinach was editor of Le 
Siécle—a position he held until his pro- 
Boer and Anglophobe proclivities caused 
him to part company with the enlightened 
proprietor of the paper, Yves Guyot—which 
was the first Paris journal to espouse the 
cause of the unfortunate artillery officer. 
Already the writings M. Reinach had 
caused him to be deprived of his cross of 
the Legion of Honor and his seat in the 
Chamber. That Summer an article on the 
Dreyfus case appeared in The National Re- 
view of London signed ‘* Huguenot.”’ It 


was translated by M. Reinach and repro- 
duced almost entirely in the columns of 
Le Siécle. 

In France, M. Reinach was accused of 
being the author, and, as he held the rank 
of Captain in the territorial army, Gen. 
Billot, then Minister of War, ordered him 
before a court-martial, which met at the 
Eeole Militaire, June 24, 1898. Capt. Rein- 
ach, on being required to prove that he 
was not the author of the article, read to 
the court a letter from the real author, F. 
«¢, Conybeare, an ex-Fellow of University 
College, Oxford, which denounced in the 
most sarcastic terms the French General 
Staff for perpetuating the crime against 
Dreyfus. The court listened in silence and 
then promptly reported in favor of the ex- 
pulsion from the army of Capt. Reinach 
for ‘‘a grave offense against discipline.” 

Thus Capt. Reinach lost his military 
title, which, since the passage of the Am- 
nesty bill, he has endeavored to have re- 
stored to him.

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SCHEME TO DEVELOP THE DANISH WEST 
INDIES.—A recent number of the Politiken 
of Copenhagen contains information con- 
cerning a Danish syndicate formed for the 
purpose of improving the economic and 
industrial position of the Danish West In- 
dies, whatever may be the fate of the re- 
cently signed treaty. One of the schemes of 
the syndicate is to establish a monthly 
steamship service between Denmark and 
Central American ports, with St. Thomas 
as an Intermediate place of call. The share 
capital of the undertaking is 4,000,000 
kronen. The steamship service is to be es- 
tablished irrespective of the eventual sale 
of the Danish West Indies. Consul General 
Andersen, Director of the Danish East At- 
lantic Trading Company, is at the head of 
the syndicate. 

The East Asiatic Company is the chief 
line of communication between the Baltic 
ports and those of Siam, China, Japan, and 
the Siberian Pacific. The company is also 
closely connected with the Russian East 
Asiatic Company, which enjoys all the ad- 
vantages of the Russian coasting-trade 
laws, and it owns the large steamers, the 
largest in all Scandinavia, now plying be- 
tween the Baltic coasts and the coasts of 
Siberia. It has long been an open secret 
that Copenhagen bankers and the Directors 
of the East Asiatic Company intend to 
create a supplementary line from the Bal- 
tic ports to Central America. For this rea- 
son. Copenhagen merchants, who are in- 
terested in the project, are expected to try 
to preserve for Denmark such an excellent 
harbor as that of St. Thomas, especially 
when the isthmus canal is built.

JAPANESE POLITICS.—The details of the 
victory of the Japanese Cabinet over the 
Lower House and the termination of the 
political crisis in the island empire have 
just come to hand, together with other in- 
formation.

To investigate the effect of pressure on 
bacteria an apparatus has been devised 
which is remarkable for having produced 
what is probably the greatest hydrostatic 
pressure ever reached—over 450,000 pounds 
per square inch, 

The particular object of these experiments 
was to determine whether the bacteria in 
; milk might not be killed by hydrostatic 
pressure, so that it would keep a longer 
time without going sour. 

Moderate pressures were first tried, but 
appeared to have no effect. The pressures 
were then inereased and notable results 
were obtained. 

Milk subjected to pressures of 70 to 100 
tcns kept from twenty-four to sixty hours 
longer without going sour than milk which 
hag not been subjected to compression. 

‘the degree to which the keeping qualities 
of milk were improved appeared to depend 
as much on the time for which the pressure 
was maintained as upon the actual pressure 
reached. 

Pressures of ninety tons per square inch 
maintained for an hour prevented milk from 
gcing sour for from four to six days. 

Complete sterilization of the milk, how- 
ever, was in no case effected, even at the 
highest pressures, and the milk in many 
eases acquired peculiar tastes and odors 
ou keeping, indicating that certain species 
. were killed while others were 
not,

BUSY WEEK 


AT ALBANY 


Daily by the Legislators. 


Mortgage Tax Bill May Be Passed Soon 
—Hearing on Ahern Bill to Censor 
Drama and License Actors. 


ALBANY, Jan. 26.—When the Legislature 
meets to-morrow the Senate and Assembly 
will be ready for the first time this ses- 
gion to begin a solid week's work. Up to 
mow only. minor propositions have been 
dealt with, but the calendars of both 
chambers, as well as the books of the vari- 
ous committees, show that the close of the 
first month of the session will be a busy 


one. 

All sorts of subjects will be discussed. 
The osteopathists, automobilists, anti-pigeon 
shooters, cheaper telephonists, dramatic 
censorists, tax reformers, excise reform- 
ers, and champions of a score of other 
projects will be heard. Some of the sub- 
jects will be argued on the floor and some 
im committee. It expected that the 
Stranahan mortgage tax measure May be a 
law before the week is closed. The Krum 
bill taxing foreign corporations will be 
argued again, and is likely to be remodeled 
in many particulars. The bill revolution- 
izing the lunacy system of the State will be 
discussed at length. 

There is a feeling of suspense regarding 
excise legislation, and almost daily some- 
thing is expected in the shape of a bill 
proposing Sunday opening. Although no 
member of either house will admit that he 
has such a bill in mind, there an im- 
pression that a measure of the kind will 
come up unexpectedly. Even if a Sunday 
epening bill not forthcoming, it ru- 
mored that some sort of excise legislation 
affecting Raines law hotels and liquor res- 
taurants will be introduced. 

Beginning to-morrow night with the bill 
to abolish the Boards of Managers of the 
State Hospitals for the Insane, the Senate 
will pass on Tuesday to the consideration 
of telephone bills affecting the City of New 
York and to the big tax measures relative 
to mortgages and foreign corporations. On 
Wednesday there will be a hearing on the 
Brackett bill regulating the licensing of 
osteopathy, and also one on the Cocks Au- 
tomobile bill. 

The defeat of the Elsberg Divorce bill, one 
of the measures recommended and favored 
by Gov. Odell, has rather upset the calcula- 
tions of most observers, and has caused 
Some speculation as to the fate of other 
measures designed on the recommendations 
included in the Governor's message. 

The bill abolishing Boards of Managers 
of State Hospitals for the Insane has al- 
ready been amended by the Judiciary Com- 
mittees of the Senate and Assembiy, and it 
now provides that Boards of Visitation 
shall be substituted for the present Boards 
of Managers. The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee will take up the measure at 8 o’clock 
to-morrow evening, prior to the session, 
and it is expected that it will adopt the 
amendments made by the Assembly Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

Senator Brackett will then report the 
measure favorably, recording the dissent- 
ing votes of the committee members op- 
posed to it. The bill will then go into gen- 
eral orders, and the Senate will consider 
the measure as a Committee of the Whole. 

On Tuesday afternoon there will be a 
hearing on the Cocks bill providing for 
the redemption of unpaid taxes in the 
County of Queens at the rate of 2 per cent. 
The Controller of the City of New York 
bas asked for a hearing, and his repre- 
sentative is expected to appear before the 
Committee on Taxation and Retrenchment 
with arguments against the measure. 

On Tuesday afternoon the Senate Commit- 
tee on Miscellaneous Corporations will give 
@ hearing on the Trainor and Wagner Tel- 
ephone bills. The former providés for a 
uniform charge in all the boroughs of the 
City of New York. It reduces the charge 
from $250 per annum to $150, and makes the 
Service general throughout the greawer city 
without extra expense, whereas it is now 
limited to the boroughs. 

The New York State Medical Society will 
hold its annual session here during the 
Week, and it is expected that the 200 dele- 
@ates will attend the hearing on the 
osteopathy bill, which will probably be held 
fn the Senate Chamber on Wednesday after- 
noon, Scores of petitions against the biiT 
Ihave been received, and the recognized 
Schools of medicine are likely to combine 
against the measure. 

On Wednesday a hearing will be given to 
the Cocks Automobile bill, and also on 
Senator Slater's bill prohibiting the killing 
of pigeons in trap-shooting tournaments. 
The Senate Cities Committee will hold 
hearings on Tuesday upon the measures 
appointing a custodian for the Law Library 
of the Court of Genera] Sessions in New 
York, amending the New York City char- 
ter relative to courts of criminal juris- 
diction, relative to attendants in the County 
Court of Kings County, and creating a 
city court in Rome and a park in Utica 

The chief event of the week in the As- 
sembly will very likely be next Wednes- 
day's hearing on the Ahern bill to censor 
the drama and to license actors. Represen- 
tatives of theatrical managersand dramatic 
societies from all over the State are ex- 
pected to aitend. The Assembly Commit- 
tee on General Laws has the bill under 
consideration. 

On Wednesday or Thursday the Revised 
State Lunacy bill, introduced by Assem- 
biyman Rogers will be discussed and 
passed. There will be some debate, as the 
minority has announced its intention 
criticising the majority leaders for not in- 
sisting on a singie-headed commission, as 
recommended by Gov. Odell. On Tuesday, 
before the Excise Committee, will be heid 
the hearing on the Phipps bill, which 
closes side doors tight at all times, and 
raises the license of liquor dealers all over 
the State, according to location. 

Hearings on the Bennett bill, relative to 
the boundaries of election districts, will 
also be held (Tuesday, and on Wednesday 
the General Laws Committee will have one 
on Ulmann's Installment Payment bill. 
The New York Gas bill will receive a hear- 
ing on Wednesday before the Committee 
on Gas, Electricity, and Water. Ahern’s 
Vestibule bill will be heard before the As- 
zembly Railroads Committee on the same

STATE OF INSANE 


Charities Aid Association Against 
Proposed Changes. 


President Canfield’s Plea for Maintain- 
ing the Powers of Management 


of Local Boards. 


Prof. George F. Canfield, President of the 
State Charities Aid Association, yesterday 
made the following statement concerning 
the amendments to the bill relating to the 
State Hospitals for the Insane. 

“The amendments do not meet the objec- 
tions of the opponents of the original bill. 
The amended bill destroys precisely to the 
same extent as the original bill the exist- 
ing system of State care of insane, as es- 
tablished by the Constitution and the laws, 
which were framed at the instance of those 
who were best informed and most inter- 
ested in the subject. That system com- 
prises two principal features—first, the in- 
spection and visitation by the Lunacy Com- 
mission, with financial control, and second- 
ly, management and control of the hos- 
pitals themselves by local Boards of Man- 
agers, subject to the financial control of 
the Lunacy Commission. 

“The amended bill, equally with the orig- 
inal bill, strikes a fatal blow at both 
these features. It proposes to take 
the local boards the powers of management 
and control, and to vest these powers in the 
Lunacy Commission. Neither of these pro- 
visions is The Lunacy Commission 
is a constitutional body, and under the 
Constitution is charged primarily with the 
duty of visiting inspecting. Such a 
body cannot the powers 
of internal administration; in fact, such 
powers entirely inconsistent with its 
duty to visit and inspect that internal ad- 
ministration. The result therefore of vest- 
ing in the commission such powers is to 
deprive us of the benefit of the constitu- 
tional protection afforded by an indepen- 
dent visiting and inspecting body. 

‘Neither is it wise to take away from 
the local boards their powers of manage- 
ment, for the

_“‘1. The present Boards of Managers, as 
it were, we think, plainly shown at the 
1earing in Albany, 
non-partisan boards, and are doing 
work most sutisfactorily, and it is not 
sound policy f* the Government to under- 
take any work which can be equally well 
done by private citizens.

Indeed, the present adminis- 
tration of our State Hospitals for the In- 
sane, so far from being subject to criticism 
for mismanagement, most creditable to 
the State, and it is an extraordinary prop- 
osition to ask the State to assume func- 
tions which are already being satisfactor- 
ily performed by private citizens. 
‘4. Hospitals for the insane, like all 
State charitable institutions, involving the 
care of peculiarly helpless classes of peo- 
ple, the expenditure of large sums of money 
and the employment of a large number of 
persons, are 
gers of partisan politics and the misuse 
of patronage. For this reason, if for no 
other, the system of local boards should be 
maintained as a protection against the con- 
tingency of partisan action by a possible 
future Lunacy Commission controlled by 
political considerations 

“5. The strongest reason, however, for 
maintenance of these local boards is 
private citizens interested in philan-

present work. And mere Boards of Visit-

‘The State Charities Aid Association be- 
lieves that the wise and sound system is 
the one now established. Under this we 
have both the activity and influence of pri- 
vate individuals, giving their time and 
services without compensation or expense 
to the State; and, on the other hand, we 
have a general central authority with the 
constitutional duty of visiting and inspect- 
ing and full financial control. We also be- 
lieve that these two bodies act as a whole- 
some influence and check upon one an- 
other, all of which would be lost by merg- 
ing the powers of both in the Lunacy Com- 
mission, and that this system 
satisfactory results, and can be still fur- 
ther developed and improved by due care 
in the appointment of members to the Lu- 
nacy Commission and the local boards, and 
if need be by promptly removing any that 
may be unworthy or incompetent.”’

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THE WRONG TO CUBA AND OUR- 
SELVES. 


The most amazing thing about the 
policy of the extreme protectionists in 
refusing reciprocity of trade with Cuba 
is that it is as plain as day that reciproc- 
ity would be in every way of the high- 
est benefit to ourselves as a Nation. 
They simply demand that the interests, 
commercial and political, and the moral 
obligations of the United States shall be 
injured or ignored in order that an in- 
significant portion of our own people 
may have a chance to get a little richer 
out of their fellows. Their attitude is, 
unfortunately, not hard to understand. 
It ie the attitude of heartless greed. But 
it is amazing that they should get a re- 
speotful hearing from the representatives 
of the people, that they should not be 
shut out of the committee rooms and the 
lobbies of Congress until they have some 
decent excuse for appearing there. Their 
motives are avowedly selfish and mean. 
Their purpose is contrary to the code of 
National morals. The policy they de- 
mand is at once harmful to the Republic 
and disgraceful. No man in private busi- 
ness could act on the principles they con- 
fess and retain a respectable standard 
among honest business men. It is pre- 
posterous and outrageous that they 
should have the influence they only too 
plainly possess in the legislation of the 
country. 

For, what is it that Cuba asks of us? 
What is it that every honorable officer 
of the United States at home or in Cuba, 
who has been engaged in the work going 
on in Cuba, declares to be both the duty 
and the clear interest of the United 
States toward that nation? It is only 
that we shall trade with Cuba on terms 
that will be profitable to both parties. 
On the one hand we are asked to reduce 
the high duties on the chief imports 
from Cuba to a point that will enable 
these products to enter our markets at 
a small profit. If we do so, the consum- 
ers in our own country will certainly not 
suffer. The sugar and tobacco Cuba 
could send us under a slight reduction of 
duty might not lessen the cost to the con- 
sumer, but it would tend to do so. It 
could not in any conceivable manner ad- 
vance the cost. Whatever effect it had 
would be entirely beneficial. On the oth- 
er hand, the reduction of the Cuban tar- 
iff on goods exported there from the 
United States would give us the bulk of 
the trade with the island, and this would 
steadily increase with the prosperity of 
the people. We should profit, as the say- 
ing is, going and coming. 

Now, this would be a reasonable prop- 
Osition from Cuba, if that little State 
were entirely independent of our influ- 
ence or control, and if we had no re- 
sponsibility for its future. But we have 
such @ responsibility. We assumed it vol- 
untarily. We even forced the plan on her 
by which it was assumed. We had gar- 
risoned the island, during and after the 
war with Spain, and we made it a con- 
dition of the withdrawal of our troops 
that Cuba should put her foreign rela- 
tions under our control. We are there- 
fore bound to see that any treaty we 
may make with her shall be as helpful 
as possible to her stability and prosperi- 
ty. We are bound to do this, moreover, 
because the only market in which she 
can sell so as to maintain the shadow of 
prosperity is our market. In asking that 
we do this she offers her own markets to 
us on terms even more favorable to us 
than those she seeks from us are to her. 
If we accede to her request, we shall 
make of her a safe neighbor, with stead- 
ily developing resources and industries, 
bound to us by the ties of mutual ad- 
vantage in trade and by self-respecting 
friendship. If we refuse, we doom her 
people to poverty and we invite their 
discontent, their resentment, and their 
deserved contempt. And this we do with 
full knowledge that we are accountable 
for order in the island. Is it not really 
inconceivable that we can hesitate, when 
all considerations of interest and of duty 
are on one side only, dnd perils ihcal- 
culable are on the other, aldng with in- 
delible disgrace? 


THE SHIP SUBSIDY SCHEME. 


Senator FRye’s revised and amended 
ship subsidy scheme still fails to con- 
vinee those best informed regarding the 
interests of American commerce that it 
is intended in good faith to encourage 
American shipbuilding. 

The committee of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of this city appointed to consider 
the matter has called the attention of 
the Senator to a clause in his bill under 
which foreign-built ships bought, as en- 
tire lines have been bought very recent- 
ly and as it is reported still more ex- 
tensive lines are about to be bought, 
could be admitted to the subsidy plan 
gupposed to be for the benefit solely of

American-built ships. This clause oc- 
curs in Section 6, Title 2, of the bill as 
reported. It relates to the “ general 
subsidy,” as distinguished from the mail 
subsidy. This subsidy is 1 cent per gross 
registered ton for each 100 nautical miles 
sailed on each of not more than sixteen 
entries per year. Under the section re- 
ferred to, this would be paid to “the 
owner or owners of any vessel of the 
United States duly registered by a citizen 
or citizens of the United States, (includ- 
ing as such citizens any corporation 
created under the laws of the United 
States or of any of the States thereof.)” 
It is urged by the committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Association that this language 
would include all foreign-built ships pur- 
chased by American citizens and cor- 
porations as soon as they were admitted 
to register, which could be done by a 
simple act of Congress, with or without 
conditions. 

The objection is, from the point of view 
of the association, a valid and strong 
one. The association is not opposed to 
subsidies that will promote American 
shipbuilding, but it is utterly opposed to 
giving subsidies at any time and on any 
terms to ships built abroad. It asks, 
and very properly, that the pending bill 
shall be changed so as to make this im- 
possible without direct legislation by 
Congress on the granting of the subsidy. 
The answer of the advocates of the Dill 
is that under the law as it stands for- 
eign-built ships cannot obtain an Amer- 
ican register, and therefore cannot ob- 
tain the subsidy. But it is not denied 
that they could get the subsidy if they 
were by act of Congress admitted to 
American register, and that they could 
not get it at all if the subsidy were in 
terms confined to American-built ships. 
If Mr. Frye wishes the subsidies to go 
to American-built ships alone, it is the 
easiest thing in the world to say so in 
the bill. If he wishes a wide opening in 
his bill by which subsidies can be made 
easier for foreign-built ships, he has 
provided it. If he refuses to close the 
opening, he must be content with the 
inferences that will be drawn as to his 
motives. He cannot afford to be too 
haughty in the matter, because it is too 
well known that his bill of last year did 
directly provide for subsidies to foreign- 
built vessels, and was so violently and 
justly opposed that he has been forced 
to abandon that part of his plan. 

For ourselves, we are entirely opposed 
to subsidies, either for carrying the mail 
or for encouraging shipbuilding. It is 
practically impossible to legislate money 
out of the Treasury inte the pockets of 
private individuals honestly and fairly. 
The attempt has always involved job- 
bery, and always will, and the history of 
our politics contains no blacker or more 
disgusting chapters than those recount- 
ing the true story of such jobbery. This 
very clause is a case in point. A com- 
mittee of disinterested merchants points 
out to Congress the existence of a possi- 
ble and probable job in this Subsidy bill, 
and apparently it has its labor for its 
pains. The whole business is going on 
in an atmosphere which either beclouds 
the brains of legislators who would pre- 
fer to be honest or stimulates the greed 
and craft of those who have no desire in 
that direction. It is a miserable state of 
things, and it would be better for the 
good name of the American people and 
of their servants in Congress if it could 
be done away with entirely. 


THE GERMAN GRAIN DUTIES. 


The reasons given by Herr VON PODBIEL- 
SKI, Minister of Agriculture, in the Prus- 
sian Chamber, why highly protective du- 
ties on breadstuffs and food products 
are “a temporary necessity,” are less sat- 
isfactorily explanatory than it is probable 
they were intended to be. It is an ex- 
tremely interesting fact, if true, that 
wheat is more cheaply transferred from 
Chicago to Hamburg than from Ham- 
burg to Berlin; but why it should indi- 
cate that the agricultural interests of the 
country will be placed by temporary high 
protection in a position to change this 
condition, which would seem to result 
from unreasonable freight rates on the 
German railroads, does not appear. 

It is really not worth while to try to 
find for the policy which the agrarian 
interests are forcing upon the Govern- 
ment any other explanation than that 
the land owners want a larger return per 
acre than they are now getting. To se- 
cure this they must have foreign farm 
products taxed heavily enough to offset 
the disadvantages of a poor soil and 
primitive methods of cultivation. Prussia 
has the right to adopt any economic pol- 
icy which suits her people, but if her 
Ministers make the mistake of trying to 
explain their action as clumsily as Herr 
VON PODBIELSKI has done in this in- 
stance, they must expect doubts to arise 
as to their ingenuousness or their intelli- 
gence, 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 


The Slater bill, now before the Legis- 
lature, is admittedly an effort on the part 
of the representatives of labor to correct 
a grievance which the workingmen have 
against the law as it stands, as inter- 
preted by the Court of Appeals in its 
enunciation of the doctrine of “ assumed 
risk.”’ For example, the decisions of the 
Court of Appeals have been influenced 
by the view that if an employé who 
knows that his employer has not com- 
plied with the law, and that, by reason of 
such failure his occupation is rendered 
especially hazardous, continues at work, 
he assumes the risk of injury which such 
negligence entails and has no redress 
against the employer. Numerous decis- 
icns in cases carried up on appeal have 
established this as the view of the law 
held in this State, and the Slater bill is 
designed to fix the Hability of employers 
on a statutory basis which will practi- 
eally relieve the employé of such respon- 
sibility as now attaches to him from 


knowledge of the conditions under which 
he is working. 

There is a good deal to be said on both 
sides of a proposition of this character. 
Those experienced in the management of 
labor in industrial operations are as the 
rule vastly more solicitous as to life and 
limb than are the workmen themselves. 
Men get into habits which are not read- 
ily changed, and take risks to which 
they become indifferent by familiarity 
and habitual immunity from injury. Ina 
mill near this city in which gas was used 
as fuel it was found that men having oc- 
casion to run up ladders for any purpose 
were very apt to become faint and fall. 
After several had been hurt in this way 
the manager provided strong webbing 
belts with stout iron rings to which ropes 
were attached, and promulgated a rule 
that no workman should go above the 
mill floor for any purpose without first 
putting on one of these belts, throwing 
the free end of the rope over one of the 
chords of the roof trusses and calling an- 
other workman to hold it so that if he be- 
came faint and lost his hold he could be 
lowered to the floor and escape injury. 
Such belts were distributed all over the

A study of the law defining the 
liability of employers showing that such 
a disclaimer on the part of the men did 
not relieve the company of liability to 
the depeudent survivors of such as might 
be killed, the manager gave notice that 
the rule as to safety belts must be 
obeyed, whereupon the went on 
strike. A great many instances might be 
cited in which efforts to promote the 
safety of life or limb have been more or 
less obstinately resisted, and it is of 
almost universal experience that if there 
is a safe way and a dangerous way of 
doing a given thing easily and the safe 
way involves more trouble the average

IN PETER COOPER’S MEMORY. 

Mr. CARNEGIE has made another grace- 
ful gift in memory of PETER COOPER to 
the admirable charity which the latter 
founded. His donation is now $600,000, 
and makes it possible for Mr. HEwITT 
and his daughters to carry out their 
plans for the improvement of the schools 
of the Cooper Union in many ways. 
Even while PeTeR COOPER was alive 
these schools were a boon to many thou- 
sand boys and girls; under the personal 
care of his heirs the scope and useful- 
ness of the establishment have constant- 
ly widened and now the funds are pro- 
vided which have been so greatly needed. 
Certainly Mr. CARNEGIE never chose bet- 
ter than when he selected this example 
of PzTeR Cooper's philanthropy as the 
object of his far-sighted bounty, for 
such schools aid young people who are 
trying to rise into the higher ranks of 
labor and aid them without making 
them feel that they are objects of char- 
ity and thus undermining their self-re- 
spect. Moreover, certain of the classes 
appeal to persons who have no oppor- 
tunity to learn a trade or perfect them- 
selves in whatever line of industry they 
may have taken up. Here they have the 
advantage of lectures and lessons at 
night as well as by day, so that working- 
people who are not too much fatigued by 
their day’s employment have a chance 
to add to their knowledge and improve 
their position as bread-winners. 

. Every one interested in the arts and 
crafts must hail this gift from Mr. CaR- 
NEGIB as a sign that he is giving his at- 
tention to a form of education interme- 
diate between libraries, which touch the 
university and college, and technical 
schools, which are especially adapted to 
the young people of a manufacturing 
centre like Pittsburg, where the prod- 
ucts from iron take the first rank. Here 
is a vast field for the exercise of just 
such well-pondered benefactions as we 
have learned to expect from Mr. CarR- 
NEGIE. The Cooper Union was the first 
in this field, has done great work, and 
will do more. But it can accommodate 
only a small fraction of the young peo- 
ple who should find a place to educate 
themselves as handicraftsmen, produc- 
ers of the finer sort of useful objects, 


makers of the thousand and one things 
demanded by a great city, things which 
are of immediate use in home and office, 
but should be made beautiful as well as 
practical. 

There needs here an establishment on 
a very large scale, in which the instruc- 
tion could be practical, after the fash- 
ion of that apprenticeship which once 
prevailed here and in Europe, and pro- 
duced masters in the arts and crafts. It 
should have large ateliers for sculptors 
and painters, which artists might hire 
for a season when a big work was to be 
done; workshops busy with the produc- 
tion of actual art objects for the market; 
galleries where objects in competition for 
prizes might be shown; salesrooms where 
the public might buy the output of work- 
bench and kiln and a thorough museum 
of models for the special use and behoof 
of students. 

Looking over the entire field of educa- 
tion, there is no institution more needed 
in America than one of this kind. Our 
universities and colleges seem sufficient 
for the century to come; our common 
schools are improving and may be left 
but our arts and 
crafts are almost without support. And

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——There is many a slip between the sign- 
ing of such a treaty as that for the trans- 
fer of the Danish Islands and the final 
ratification of it, but the present indica- 
tions that St. Thomas, St. Croix, and St. 
John will soon fly the American flag are 
certainly strong enough to warrant dis- 
cussion as to what benefits we are to 
derive from their possession other than 
those connected with the Harbor of Char- 
lotte Amalia. The inhabitants of the little 
group are too few really to count a 
fraction of our total population, and the 
islands are neither large nor fertile enough 
to make the productions of their soil of 
much moment, even in the most favorable 
circumstances. If it were Martinique, now, 
or even Dominica, that we had acquired, 
there would be some chance of attracting 
Winter visitors from the North in large 
numbers, for each of those islands is a 
place where the tropical wonders of poetry 
and fiction come close to realization, and 
the seeker after wild scenery and luxuriant 
vegetation can find nature improving on 
all his imaginations. But St. Thomas, 
though it has the tropic sun, lacks the 
rain-compelling mountains, and in mést 
parts it looks much like any other island 
of the same size, and the ugly cactus is 
more characteristic than the beautiful 
palm—which, after all, isn’t so very beau- 
tiful, and is not for a moment to be com- 
pared as ‘‘steady company" with one of 
our elms or maples. St. Croix is a little 
better in the spectacular way, but to no 
great extent, and, for those who know what 
islands in Southern seas can be when they 
put their minds to it, St. Croix must be 
condemned as dull and uninteresting. As 
for St. John, if it has any potentialities 
for pleasure or profit, they have still te 
discovered. One might, however, pass 
a sufficiently pleasant month or two on 
either St. Thomas or St. Croix—if what 
one wanted was quiet, with perfect rest 
therewith. The experiment of running a 
fairly good hotel has never yet been tried 
in the West Indies, and when it is tried 
the delights of the Winter climate, which 
is vastly better in the little islands than 
in the big ones, may set the tide of travel 
for recreation that way.

——People who have at heart, or even in 
mind, the prohibition of that disgrace to 
our State, pigeon shooting, should not fail 
to exert at Albany this week any influence 
they may in favor of the Slater 
bill, which will, if passed, accomplish the 
desired end.

Phare 
are some money interests of considerable 
size, and, though tkese interests do not say 
much, they keep busily at work, and it is 
quite certain that the bill will not pass on 
its unassisted merits. An unmistakable 
demonstration of public sentiment is re- 
quired, and a tinge of menace will do no 
harm in fixing the attention of the law- 
makers upon what is unquestionably a gen- 
eral demand. There is positively no excuse 
for pigeon shooting. The marksmanship it 
develops is of almost no use either in war 
or in hunting, the places where the matches 
are held depreciate real estate values for a 
large distance around them in every direc- 
tion, and they are centres of demoraliza- 
tion, especially to the boys who find em- 
ployment around the traps, while modern 
humanity can well afford to lack such 
pleasure as a few score gunners get out of 
the shooting of helpless birds. The hearing 
should therefore be well attended by peo- 
ple who can speak with some authority, 
and as many letters as possible should be 
written to the members of both houses by 
those who cannot conveniently make the

The Savannah News, after 
quoting our remarks, declares that the 
question is one upon which the Confederate 
veterans themselves should be consulted, 
and more than intimates that if this were 
done the difficulty mentioned would disap- 
pear. In Georgia, says The News, a good 
deal is done for the old soldiers of the Lost 
Cause, but not enough to make them en- 
tirely comfortable, while in some other 
Southern States the provision made is even 
less nearly adequate. ‘That being the 
case,"’ it gcontinues, ‘““why not permit a 


rich Government to lend assistance, if it is 
willing to do so? The thing to do, it seems 
to us, is to consult the wishes of the Con- 
federate veterans themselves. They are 
the ones who are directly interested, If 
they are against Mr. Rrixey’s bill, then let 
the matter drop; but if they favor it, the 
fact should be made known, It is not fair 
to them to have it decided by those who 
were too young to take part in the civil 
war or by those who did take part in it, 
but are so well provided with this world's 
goods that they can afford to regard with 
indifference offers of Government help. It 
is a fact worth noticing that sons of vet- 
erans are beneficiaries of the Government 
at West Point and Annapolis, and the Con- 
federate veterans themselves should have a 
chance to say whether they would regard 
an offer of Government help with favor.”

Moreover, should a 
large reception be given, what will be the 
amazement of the Prince to see people 
scuttled out of a rear window, as is often 
done. Prince Henry is doubtless enough 
of a gentieman not to show what he thinks, 
but with the position we have now assumed 
among the great powers, similar visits are 
likely to cecur, and the Nation ought to 
have a residence where the President can 
entertain simply and elegantly, but with no 
thought of space to hinder. 

The White House is very dignified and a 
most suitable building architecturally. with 
the cne exception above mentioned. It can, 
however, be enlarged by adding wings 
which will not radically alter its appear- 
ance, which I believe has been one of the 
plans proposed. It always takes time to 
effect a reform, and agitation is a modus 
operandi.

American Chamber of Commerce at 
Manila Asks Congress to Allow 
Mongolians to Enter. 

MANILA, Jan. 26.—The American Chams 
ber of Commerce here has formulated an 
appeal to Congress, in which it earnestly 
prays for the ‘enactment of laws allowing 
Chinamen to enter the Philippine Islands 
under such restrictions as the United States 

Philippine Commission may enact. 

The present restrictive law concerning 
immigration, continues this appeal, is of no 
benefit to the Filipinos, Chinamen, if 
admitted, would not enter into competi- 
tion with local labor, and their entry into 
the islands is an imperative necessity, a3 
the tobacco, hemp, and sugar lands of the 
archipelago are only partially cultivated. . 


Without this legislation the country can- 
not be properly developed. 

Building in Manila has been greatly rTe- 
tarded because of this lack of labor, and 
for these reasons the American Chamber 
of Commerce, composed entirely of Ameri- 
can citizens representing commercial in- 
terests, respectfully prays for immediate 
action in the matter. 


PRESIDENT SCHURMAN EXPLAINS. 


Says He Stands with President Roose- 
velt on the Philippine Question. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Jan. 26.—President 
Schurman explained to-day his recent Bos- 
ton speech, in which he advocated the 
eventual independence of the people of the 
Philippines, saying that if the Christians 
of Luzon and Visaya wanted independence 
and showed themselves capable of assum- 
ing it, this country would eventually give 
it to them. He said to-day that he be- 
lieved the policy he advocated would, more 
than anything else, promote the welfare of 
the Filipinos. 

President Roosevelt, he continued, had 
declared in his message to Congress that 
we were to do for the Filipinos far more 
than any other nation had ever done for a 
tropical people, and that we were to fit 
them for self-government after the fashion 
of really free races. He said he stood with 
the President in his policy and was against 


the policy advocated by Gen. Wheaton. 
The latter, he said, would mean colonial 
servitude like that of Java and India, and 
it was just as proper for one to advocate a 
policy of eventual indépendence at the 
present times as it would be to urge the 
adoption of Gen. Wheaton’s plan, since the 
American people had not yet passed upon 
the question of final Philippine policy. 


Wants Commerce Exhibition in Manila. 

MANILA, Jan. 26.—Felipe Buencamino, 
one of the Directors of the Federal Party, 
is endeavoring to inaugurate an exhibition 
of commerce for next December. He relies 
mainly upon exhibits from the United 
States, Japan, Siam, and Borneo. The mer- 
chants are inclined to think that the ex- 
hibition should be delayed another year, 
but if sufficient support is promised the 
United States. Philippine Commission will 
so asked to assist in carrying out the 
idea. 


Island of Negros Terrorized. 


MANILA, Jan. 26.—Col. Charles W. Miner 
of the Sixth Infantry reports the condi- 
tions on the Island of Negros to be un- 
satisfactory. Four hundred bolomen and 
forty insurgents, armed with rifles, ‘under 
the command of the fanatical bandit lead« 
er Papa Isio, are terroring the people. 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Philippine Tariff Bill in the Senate— 
House Programme Not Fixed—More 
Reciprocity Hearings. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—The Senate 
will devote its attention this week princi- 
pally to the Philippine Tariff bill. It is the 
purpose of Senator Lodge, (Rep., Mags.,) 
who is in charge of the measure, to press 
its consideration until it is disposed of, 
but he does not expect final action for some 
time. It is not the purpose of the friends 
of the bill to debate it, but the attacks 
which will be made on it and upon the 
entire administration of Philippine affairs 
will certainly bring replies from many of 

the Republicans. 

It is understood that a majority of the 
Senators on the Democratic side of the 
Chamber will be heard before the bill is 
passed. Among those who will speak early 
are Senators Carmack, (Tenn.,) Money, 
(Miss.,) Teller, (Col.,) Culberson, (Texas,) 
Turner, (Wash.,) Patterson, (Col.,) Jones, 
(Ark.,) and Bacon, (Ga.) Mr. Lodge will 
seek the earliest opportunity to have the 
committee amendments formally adopted, 
but probably will not press these when 
members are prepared to proceed with set 
speeches. 

Senator Nelson (Rep., Minn.,) will take 
advantage of every chance to have the bill 
creating a Department of Commerce con- 
sidered, with the hope of securing action 
upon it during the week. 

The House leaders have made no pro- 
gramme for the work of the present week, 
as there are nO measures of importance 
that call for immediate attention, although 
the Anti-Oleomargarine bill and the Hill 
bill for the exchangeability of gold and 
Silver are on the calendar and may be 
taken up before long. Thus far no exact 
time has been fixed for either of these 
measures, and the lesser bills will take 
their chances as opportunity presents 
itself. 

There promises to be considerable time 
to spare during the week, as there are no 
appropriation bills ready to fill the gap 
when measures of a general nature are 
lacking. The chief interest: of the week 
centres in the opening of hearings by the 
Ways and Means Committee on the reduc- 
tion of war revenue taxes. The committee 
will hear the beer interests to-morrow 
morning and the tea interests in the after- 
noon, 

On Tuesday the committee will return to 
the subject of Cuban reciprocity, hearing 
more of the beet sugar representatives, and 
also several Cuban planters who have come 
to the United States to present their view 
of the ease. One of the members of the 
committee, Representative Long, (Rep.) of 
Kansas, has gone home for a week's stay, 
and so no action on the subject of reciproc- 
ity will be taken for seven days. 


MR. LONG AT THE WHITE. HOUSE, 


Schiey’s Appeal Presumably the Subject 
of a Conference. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Secretary Long 
conferred with the President for more 
than an hour to-night, presumably in re- 
gard to Rear Admiral Schley’s appeal, 
which was referred to the Navy Depart- 
ment for “‘comment."’

FACTS ARE CONCEALED 


Affairs in Philippines, He Says, Are 
Truthfully Depicted. 


‘No Thought of Establishing “ Concen- 


trado Camps"—The Natives Rap- 
idly Developing Affection for 
Institutions.

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.— William H. Taft, 
eivil Governor of the Philippine Islands, ar- 
rived in Chicago this afternoon from San 
Francisco. He was met at the station by 
President S. M. Felton of the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad Company and went at once 
to the latter's residence, where he spent 
the day. He left to-night for Cincinnati. 
It was his intention to hurry on to Wash- 
ington on Tuesday, but the death of Mrs. 
Herron caused him to alter his plans, and 
it will be several days before he will reach 
the capital. 

“The only answer I have to make to the 
ideas of individual observers who declare 
that the true condition in the Philippines is 
being concealed or that we are hugging de- 
lusions of peace that can never be brought 
about,”’ said the Governor, “is that the 
Government is concealing nothing and that 
its conclusions are not based on wild theo- 
Ties, but substantial facts.”’ 

This was the reply he made to Stephen 
Bonsal's published statement that des- 
perate opposition was still being encoun- 
tered In the field and that the natives 
Were irreconcilable and better organized 
than before the capture of Aguinaldo. 

Gov. Taft said that, although there was 
a time when, for military reasons, it had 
not been advisable to make pane every- 
thing occurring in the Philippines, the 
necessity for such secrecy was over, and 
that no effort was now being made to 
conceal any part of the truth from the 
people of this country. 

“As a matter of fact,” 
embers of distrust are being kept alive 
by sensationalists who seize on every 

etty point and seek to twist it into some 

orrible barbarity of our Government in 
the islands. Take, for instance, the talk 
about ‘concentration camps.’ Although I 
am not sufficiently well acquainted with 
the full military plans to speak with abso- 
lute authority, 1 can say that the whole 
subject is much misunderstood by our 
ora 

“There has never been any thought of 
establishing concentration camps in the 
ordinary acceptation of the term. All that 
has been proposed is an insurgent cordon, 
the establishment of a dead line, into which 
will gradually be drawn all the remnants 
of insurrection that exist. The non-com- 
batants on the islands have never, even at 
the hardest period of the war, received 
anything but the utmost kindness and con- 
sideration at our hands, and it is hardly 
probable that this policy will be reversed 
now that the opposition is fast drawing to 
a close.”’ 

The Governor believes 
isting opposition to the authority of the 
United States is being fomented by the 
men who form the Hongkong junta, most 
of whom were formerly residents of the 
rich coffee-growing province of Batangas. 

“It is in this province,”’ he went on, 
“that we are now meeting with our only 
difficulty. My statements concerning the 
close of the rebellion are not optimistic in 
the sense that they are overdrawn. They 
are based on nothing but plain facts. The 
natives are rapidly developing an affection 
for our institutions, and a large number of 
former insurgents have become valuable 
members of the community, fully worthy of 
any trust that may be reposed in them. 
The coming elections will develop the real 
progress in this direction, and I am certain 
that the result will be gratifying. : 

“The restrictions placed on the privilege 
of the ballot are principally of an educa- 
tional character, a fact that will, of course, 
cut out numbers of Filipinos. But this is 
@ condition that will be bettered rapidly. 
The progress of education is satisfactory, 
end our policy in this direction is liberal. 

*“*No obstacle of any character is put in 
the way of the parish schools; indeed, it is 
mow generally understood throughout the 
isiands that the Government will eagerly 
welcome the establishment of additional 
institutions of this character as long 
they conform to the educational standard 
demanded in our public schools and in- 
struct pupils in the English language.

All factors that 
will aid in the work of education are wel- 
comed.”

MOUNT SINAT'S GOOD WORK 


Hospital Cared for Thousands 
During the Year 1901. 


Held Its Last Annual Meeting in Its Old 
Bujlding and Elected Officers—An 
Anonymous Gift of $38,000. 


The annual meeting of Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital, the last to take place in the present 
quarters of, the institution, was held yes- 
terday morning in the Dispensary Build- 
ing, at 149 East Sixty-seventh Street. The 
hospital is soon to be moved to its newer 
and much more spacious group of buildings, 
at Fifth Avenue and One Hundred and 
First Street. 

The annual President Isaac 
Wallach was read, after which speeches 
were made by Jacob H. Schiff, Isidor 
Straus, A. 8S. Solomon, one of the charter 
members of the hospital organization; the 
President, and others. 

Every statement in the 
the speeches that Mount Sinai 
was not for Jews alone, but for the 
fering indigent poor of whatever faith, was 
applauded. The applause was particularly 
hearty when President Wallach in his re- 
port recited that during the year the hos- 
pital had received anonymously a gift of 
$38,000 through Emanuel Lehman from a 
Gentile and his sister, in recognition of 
the non-sectarian character of the institu- 
tion. 

In the statistical portion of his report 
President Wallach read that there were in 
the hospital on Dec. 1, 1000, 210 patients, 
and that during the year 2,086 had been ad- 
mitted, making a total of 3,106 persons who 
were treated in the institution. The death 
rate Was 9.71 per cent., and 32,976 persons 
received medical aid. 

President Wallach, to show the need of 
new quarters, said that despite the splen- 
did work which had been done, it had not 
been possible to provide relief for all ap- 
plicauts, and during the year 1,335 appli- 
cants had been denied admission. 

In speaking of the new hospital 
building President Wallach said: 

“The new hospital in all its departments, 
both in the private and general wards, will 
have accommodations for 422 patients. Our 
per capita per diem cost of support last 
year was $1.5414, equal to $560 per annum 
for each patient. This indicates an annual 
cost of $225,000 for its support. Our relia- 
ble income for the past year was $07,260 
from regular contributors, $28,745 from pay 
patients, and $10,450 from interest on in- 
vested funds—together $106,000. All other 
items in our receipts, being variable and 
uncertain, cannot be depended upon with 
safety for the support of our institution.” 

Speaking of membership, President Wal- 
lach said: 

“Our register of members shows that we 
have the following number of annual con- 
tributors: Donors, 178; patrons, 852; mem- 
bers, 3,528; juniors, 14—in all, 4,572. 

“We have added during the year 4 
donors, 59 patrons, and 1,089 members; 6 
patrons were changed to donors and 85 
members were changed to patrons. 

*“ Allowing for resignations, deaths, 
loss of members from other causes, the 
actual increase in our membership roll is 
i22 over last year. This splendid achieve- 
ment is partly due to a number of our 
members who formed an organization under 
the title of the Mount Sinai Hospital Mem- 
bership Association, and by whose zealous 
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| efforts 240 members were enrolled last year.

The legacies, bequests, and donations 
which the President announced for the last 
yeur were follows: Legacies and be-

Regarding the sale of the present 
hospital site, the President said: 

“ The hospital property in Lexington Ave-

AN ANTI-RELIGION UNION. 


New Free ‘Thinkers’ Political Party 
Wants to Tax Churches and Abol- 
ish Sunday Observance. 
CINCINNATI, Jan. 26.—The National 
Liberal Party was organized here to-day 
by representatives from all parts of the 
country. The preamble declares for the 
separation of Church and State to the ex- 
tent of abolishing Chaplains in the army 
and navy, legislative bodies, and all public 
institutions; the taxation of Church prop- 


erty, and the abandonment of Sunday ob- 
servances. The party is the amalgamation 
of Free Thinkers, and is to be more dis- 
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tinctly in politics than the American Secu- 
lar Union. 

The temporary organization was formed 
at Buffalo last October, with T. J. Bowles 
of Muncie, Ind., as President and W. F. 

They 
were in charge of the National convention 
to-day, but officers will be elected to-mor- 
row. The free-love element was not ad- 
mitted into the organization, but the wo- 
man suffragists weré admitted. At the 
Thomas Paine Memorial to-night addresses 
were made by C. 8S.

T. Wyscarver, and others. 


THE TEXAS RANGERS. 


Earl Mayo Tells Englishmen They Are 

the World’s Most Efficient 
Police Force. 

Mayo in The London Idler. 

What is a Texas Ranger? We all 
heard of him, but few of us -have 
aright, and the images called up by men- 
tion of the name are likely to be as various 
as the listeners. By many he is regarded 
as a sort of legalized vigilante, ruling 
through the right evolved of necessity in 
the realm of where the six-shooter is the 
only arbiter. To others he is merely a 
mounted policeman, whose beat is marked 
A still more general impression 
is that he is a militiaman, whose services 
may be called upon to thwart or capture 
law breakers when the regularly appointed 
officers unequal to the task. But 
down in Texas the word means none of 
these things. Rather it means all of them 
and much besides. To learn what he is 
and what he has done, one cannot do bet- 
ter than to travel over the great region 
between the Colorado and the Rio Grande, 
once given over to cacti and coyotes, cat- 
tle rustlers, and Mexican smugglers, Indian 
marauders, and white men who have gone 
through the whole curriculum of crime, 
but now transformed by the work of the 
Rangers into a well-settled, peaceful, and 
prosperous section of the greatest State in 
the Union. For years these riders of the 
plains and sand represented the 
only personification of the law that was 
either respected or feared. The string of 
mounted Ranger scouts that daily patroled 
the ground between these two rivers was 
the only thread that bound Western Texas 
to a more formal civilization. Even to-day 
it is the Ranger whose presence means 
security to life all along the border. 

Nowhere else in the world is there a body 
of men similar in organization, duties, or 
personnel to the Rangers of Texas. They 
are a military body acting directly under 
the authority of the State, and yet their 
work is not that of troopers. They enjoy 
the powers of civil peace officers, and 
yet they are neither Deputy Sheriffs nor 
policemen. They are set apart by no badge 
or uniform of office. The field of their 
activities is as wide as the State they 
serve, and their duties are bounded only 
by the limits of possible infractions of law 
and order. Take a city policeman, a Sher- 
iff, a State militiaman, and a United States 
trooper and combine their manifold duties 
in one, and you have an idea of the work 
of a Texas Ranger. 

The membership of this unique-organiza- 
tion has consisted always of those restless 
beings in whom the spirit of adventure is 
the controlling motive. Most of them have 
been graduates of that school of courage, 
the cow-puncher’s saddle. Some_ serye 
their apprenticeship as scouts and guides 
in the Indian country; a few are college 
men from the East, who proved their stay- 
ing and fighting qualities on the plains be- 
fore joining the Rangers. No man who is 
not capable of spending sixteen hours out 
of the twenty-four in the saddle could en- 
dure the hard riding that the Rangers are 
compelled to undergo. No man who was 
not a dead shot, or who could not face 
without fear the business end of a six- 
shooter in the hands of a desperado would 
be considered for a moment as a possible 
recruit. 

When vacancies occur in the ranks young 
men who possess these qualities are sought 
to fill them. Vacancies seldom occur ex- 
cept when some member of the battalion is 
killed in the pursuit of his duty or is ap- 
pointed to another hazardous and trying 
position like that of Sheriff or Chief of 
Police in some border county or town. 

The recruit is not subjected to any exam- 
ination as to his fitness beyond that which 
the Captain of the company to which he 
applies may tInsist upon. Preference is 
given, of course, to men who are familiar 
with the country In which the Rangers op- 
erate, but this is not an essential requisite. 
If the recruit owns a plains-hardened 
mount, so much the better, for the men 
are required to furnish their own horses 
and outfit, only their arms, ammunition, 
and rations being supplied by the State. 

With this equipment of cool daring, shoot- 
ing ability, and a good horse, the newcom- 
er enters the ranks. The skill and expe- 
rience which are to make him valuable to 
the State and a credit to the organization, 
he acquires by the actual work of the 
service. New members come into the ranks 
so slowly that there is no difficulty in 
assimilating them. Nobody joins the Ran- 
gers from sordid motives, for the pay is 
only $60 per month for the private, and 
the highest emolument that he can ever 
aspire to is the $125 per month paid to the 
commanding officer of the battalion. 
Therefore no man is tempted to enter the 
service unless he has a real liking for the 
work, and these, of course, are apt scholars. 

The Ranger service at present contains 
only forty men, seattered in a dozen dif- 
ferent places along the Rio Grande. Al- 
though there are but three or four men on 
each station, their presence keeps the un- 
ruly in subjection, and the fev rustlers, 
bad men, and professional outlaws who 
have not fallen before their rifles give them 
the widest possible berth. 

It is safe to say that nowhere else in the 
world can be found a body of men to equal 
the Rangers for sheer devotion to duty and 
fighting ability. As one appreciative his- 
torian has expressed it, ‘‘ Their character- 
istic qualifications are intrepid skill in 
horsemanship, unerring aim with the pistol 
and carbine, celerity in movement, cool- 
ness in danger, and reckless daring in ac- 
tion.”’ 
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THE GRUMBLING MULE. 


He Can Do the Most Work, but He Sets 
Everybody by the Ears.

‘The finest draft anfmal in the world is 
the grumbling mule,”’ said one of the drov- 
ers handling the local mule shipments to 
South Africa. ‘' Silence may be golden all 
right, but it will not pull as many tons on 
a cotton float or as tall a load of sappy 
sugar cane.

We concluded to make the 
best of it and stood the noise for a couple 
more days, but by thaf time no one was on 
speaking terms with any one else in the 
office, the manager and his assistant had 
almost come to blows, and was on the 
point of throwing = my job. The dissatis- 
fied growl of the old mule had inoculated 
the entire force. 

“Finally the manager gave peremptory 
orders to have the beast banished to a 
drainage pump on the back levee, and ‘n a 
few hours harmony had returned to our 
camp. Two days later the nigger in charge 
of the drain pump came into the office and 
threw up his job. When asked why he re- 
plied: ‘ Boas. dat mule ye done gimme am 
too confounded disagreeable.’ "’

Rabbi Hirsch Says It Is Neither 
American Nor Judaism. 


Criticises the Zionists—Callis “ Best So- 
ciety” the Worst God Has Al- 
lowed to Exist on Earth. 


Rabbi Hirsch of Mount Sinai 
Temple, in Chicago, preached yesterday toa 
congregation that occupied every seat and 
crowded the aisles of Temple Beth-El, 
Seventy-sixth Street and Fifth Avenue. 
The subject of his address was, “Is Juda- 
ism a Memory or a Message?" 

“The Christian says that Judaism became 
a memory and ended as a religion when 
Christ was born,"’ he observed. ‘‘ Judaism 
is not dead. It is not a memory. Judaism 
is a race and a religion that can never 
die. It is founded truth. It brings a 
memory of Palestine transposed into mes- 
sages to the whole world. 

“The non-Jew loves better the 
Jew than the reformed Jew. The orthodox 
Jew concedes what the Christian insists 
upon. The Christian approves the whining 
humility with which the orthodox Jew 
admits that he isan exile sojourning here 
on his way to Palestine. That is also the 
theory of the Zionists, and if there is any 
glory in it they are welcome to it. Just ex- 
amine the Zionist doctrine and you will see 
why the anti-Semite agrees with it. 

“The American Judaism of to-day 
neither American nor Judaism. Most of you 
regard the synagogue as an emotional drug 
store where you can obtain treatment for a 
spiritual toothache instead of as the place 
where you must learn the lesson you have 
to teach. Learn to know Judaism as a 
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message intrusted to you for transmission. 


It is a religion that can never cease “ 


sating until there is no more sin, no more 
suffering, and no more injustice. 

“The world distrusts the Jew. 
that you have a message to transmit. Let 
that be your answer to all criticism, you 
cowards whose strongest emotions to-day 
are aroused when you are debarred by the 
misfortune of nasal architecture from ex- 
hibiting your jewelry in the vestibules of 
the best society—the worst that God in His 
unfathomable wisdom has ever allowed to 
exist on earth. When your children are 
barred from the fashionable schools let 
them go to the public schools.

MR. JEROME’S EAST SIDE HOUSE 


Dr. Banks Talks of the Effect on the 
Poor the District Attorney’s 
Plan May Have. 

Dr. Louis Banks spoke by way of prelude 
before his sermon last night in Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church on “ District Attor- 
ney Jerome and His House Among the 

Poor.”” 

‘““We have had university settlements and 
college settlements,’ said he, ‘‘ under the 
direction of the young people’s religious so- 
cieties, in the slums of our great cities, but 
in many ways the most original and signifi- 
cant settlement is the last one, which is to 
be presided over by District Attorney Je- 
rome. The other. settlements have had the 
worthy purpose to bring religion and good 
manners and pure social fellowship within 
reach of the poor and the wicked. 

‘But Attorney Jerome proposes to bring 
law and justice within reach of the classes 
handicapped by poverty and ignorance and 
sin. He proposes that the poor shall be not 
only permitted, but encouraged, to make 
known to the District Attorney any attempt 
to blackmail or swindle or tyrannize over 
because of their ignorance or their 
poverty. The Attorney's home is to be an 
office. Every night it is to be open house, 
where any mistreated man or woman may 
come for advice or protection.

‘There is no doubt that, 
rich merchants have been bled again and 
again by blackmailing politicians, no one 
suffers so bitterly as the people of small 
means, who dare not risk the loss of their 
meagre resources by incurring the enmity 
of a_ villainous policeman or a corrupt, 
blood-sucking ward heeler. The very fact 
that the District Attorney lives among 
these people and is daily accessible to them 
and that any complaint they shall make 
will be mercilessly investigated and the 
guilty parties brought to justice will pre- 
vent an enormous amount of that kind of 
villainy. 

‘Tf the plan is carried out in good faith 
Attorney Jerome will do more to eradicate 
the spirit of anarchy than any other one 
thing within reach in the city. There is a 
bitter feeling among multitudes of poor 
people in our cities, caused by a widely 
prevalent conviction that the protection of 
the law is the luxury of the rich and is be- 
yond the reach of the people who live in 
the poor tenements. If the District Attor- 
ney can bring about a revolution of feeling 
on this subject and prove that the law is as 
ready to thrust its safeguards around the 
poor man and avenge his oppressor as 
quickly as it would the oppressor of the 
rich, he will be a public philanthropist.”’ 


LIMITS TO THE SOUL'S LIFE. 


Dr. Parkhurst’s Theory that it Is 
Liable to Eventual Obliteration— 
Conditions of Immortality. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst 
preached yesterday morning, at the Madi- 
son Square Presbyterian Church, a ser- 
mon on ‘“Immortality’’ from the text: 
“Tf a man die, shall he live again?"’ Job 

xiv., 14. He spoke in part as follows: 

“Even though a certain amount of body 
is expended every time a man thinks, yet 
there is nothing that even suggests that 
the thought is made out of the portion of 
body that is expended. Body is not soul, 
and there is no scientifically discoverable 
relation between the two that requires us 
to suppose that soul apart from body is 
any less soul than when it conjoined 
with body. That gives us ground that is 
scientifically certified to. Whatever ap- 
prehensions you may otherwise have as to 
physical death being the entire death of 
you, those apprehensions are not scientifi- 
cally justified. 

“Tt appears to be imagined that if one 
can get past physical death without his 
soul ceasing to exist, the everlasting dura- 
tion of his soul's existence is thereby in- 
sured. That is taking a good deal for 


granted, the very expression, ‘a live soul,’ 
is rather immediately suggestive of a dead 
soul, and there is a great deal in the Bible, 
even, about dead souls, souls that have 
been alive but have died. ‘The soul that 
sinneth it shall die.’ ‘Sin, when it is fin- 
ished, bringeth forth death "—not the death 
of the body, but the soul's death. ‘ The 
wages of sin is death.’ 

“There is nothing in Scripture 
things that encourages us to feel that a 
soul can be kept from dying any more than 
a body, unless it is taken care of. There is 
no warrant from Bible or from nature for 
supposing that a soul carries within itself 
a policy of insurance against its own event- 
ual obliteration. We may be immortal, but 
if we prove to be such, it will be because 
we have succeeded in being such. It may 
be that eternity is the normal period of a 
soul's life. So threescore and ten or four- 
score years is the normal period of the 
life of the body, but a great many = 
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die before that time. A body that does not 
have excellent care taken of it is almost 
certain to die a good while before that 
time. A soul, so we gather from such pas- 
sages as we have just quoted, that does not 
have good care taken of it, is similarly like- 
ly to die a good while before eternity ends. 
“‘Tf—and there is nothing to disprove it— 
it is the intention of nature that a soul 
should reach that spiritual longevity ex- 
pressed by the word ‘eternal,’ the soul 
will have to pay for the superb prerogative 
by fulfilling the conditions and taking good 
care of its spiritual health. Once you be- 
gin to respect the intimations of nature 
and to regard the suggestions of God's 
word, you discover that while the mere 
doctrine of immortality may be settled by 
philosophical or theological argumentation, 
the question whether you personally will 
be immortal is going to be setled by you: 
The only certain security against the soul's |} 
death is in its possession of ingredients ; 


that are of such sort that death has no 
relevancy to them. 

“We ought certainly to spend as much 
thought and effort in getting ready to be | 
immortal as we spend in getting our bodies 
ready to survive to threescore and ten. 
Our souls will doubtless live as long as 
there is in them enough of what we may 
call spirit life to overcome the menacing | 
influences to which, whether this side of 
the grave or another, the soul is liable.”’

In the 
Territorial Legislature of 1847 he repre- 
sented Sheboygan and Washington Coun- 
ties, and he was the first State Senator 
from his district. He aided in the framing 
of the Constitution and had a marked in- 
fluence on much of the early legislation of 
the State During the session of 1849 he 
was the Speaker of the House.

For several years pgst David Banks, Chair- 
man of the Athleti®Committee of the uni- 
versity, has advocated rowing, and several 
times it looked as though the matter would 
be settled decisively, when unexpected ob- 
Stacles arose and it was dropped. Mr. 
Banks is an old oarsman and intends to de- 
vote himself to this branch of the univer- 
sity’s sports.

According to the 
present plans, it is proposed to row the first 
race under the university’s colors in the 
Harlem River regatta and to have match 
races with Columbia and Syracuse Univer- 
sities. 

No offers have been received indicating a 
desire to hold the annual regatta of the 
National Association of Amateur Oarsmen 
in any city. There was a proposition to row 
the events at Worcester, Mass., but it is 
understood that this plan has been aban- 
doned. The general opinion seems to be 
that the Schuylkill River will be finally de- 
cided upon by the Regatta Committee, un- 
less some unusually promising proposition 
is received very shortly. 

For the first time in many years Capt. 

‘Jack "’ Smith of the Nassau Boat Club is 

not adding one or more boats to the club's 
fleet. He is giving all his time and atten- 
tion to overhauling and improving the old 
fleet, which is admitted to be one of the 
finest and largest owned by any club in 
the country. 
It is proposed to call a special meeting* of 
the Harlem Regatta Association for the 
purpose of taking action with regard to the 
proposed intercollegiate race on the Harlem 
River Decoration Day.

BRISTOL YACHTING GOSSIP. 


From reliable sources the information has been 
received in Bristol that next Summer Capt.

Much interest is manifested among yachtsmen 
at the report of Capt. Barr going on board the 


Rainbow, the craft that Capt. Jack Parker, the 
British skipper, had charge of for Mr. Vander- 
bilt in the racing season of 1900. Capt. Barr's 
fame as skipper of 90-footers naturally attracts 
attention as he goes to 70-footers. 

It is claimed that if Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
a new steam yacht built it will be impossible to 
have a large craft ready for the next season. 
If constructed no doubt the craft will be ready 
in 1908, because there is scarcely time to build 
and equip a large boat in a few months, 

Regarding Mr. Vanderbilt's present steam 
yacht Mirage, 81 feet in length, she is laid up in 
the Herreshoff yard at Walker’s Cove for the 
Winter, and has recently had her steaming 
apparatus overhauled at the Herreshoff shops. 
The programme fer the Mirage next season will 
be similar to that of 1900. She will serve as 
tender to the 70-footer Rainbow, and in such 
capacity will be in close proximity to the Rain- 
bow all the season. She ia to be launched some 
time next April and fitted out for the season. 

Seven boats of the Buzzard’s Bay fleet of 30's 
are now completed at the Herreshoff shops, while 
three others are in various stages of construc- 
tion. Four more are to be constructed to com- 
plete the fleet of 14. 

Indications point to a halt in the construction 
of the new steam yacht for which nickel steel 
frames were bent a month ago. The frames are 
being stowed away, as the craft will not be bullt 
at present.

“TREASURY BALANCES.

Wall Street will watch with much in- 
terest the developments at Washington 
to-day in connection with the litigation 
growing out of the formation of the 
Northern Securities Company. The Su- 
preme Court will hear arguments as to 
the question of the court’s jurisdiction 
in the premises, and, while no decision is 
expected for a week at least, the argu- 
ments will nevertheless engage not a lit- 
tle attention. 

In some parts of the Street there seems 
to be an altogether erroneous idea as 
to what the Supreme Court is actually 
to pass upon at the moment. For the 
benefit of those misinformed or not in- 
formed at all it may be well to say that 
the merits of the case will in no wise be 
entered into to-day. The question to be 
passed upon is, simply, Has the court 
jurisdiction in the matter? If it has, and 
so decides, then the case will be ordered 
to a hearing. If it has not, presumably 
the Minnestota courts will be appealed to, 
A decision one way or the other is not 
final, though if the case is thrown out 
by the Supreme Court that would be re- 
garded as clearly in favor of the North- 
ern Securities Company. On the other 
hand, a decision that the court has juris- 
diction to try the case will signify noth- 
ing more than that the issue must then 
be joined on the merits. 


Wall Street’s latest bugaboo developed 
on Saturday, when it was announced by 
way of Indianapolis that the United Mine 
Workers’ Association had prepared cer- 
tain demands for presentation to the 
coal operators, and that unless these de- 
mands are acceded to a great coal strike 
will forthwith be ordered. Mr. Morgan 
and his associates, who are in control of 
the situation, express themselves as by 
no means worried or concerned over the 
outlook. 


With bank surplus reserves beyond the 
twenty-five-million-dollar mark, there is 
little need to feel alarmed over the 
money situation. 


GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 

BERLIN, Jan. 26.—The Boerse during the 
past week was characterized by great 
strength in all Government funds and fixed 
interest bearers. The tendency 1m industri- 
als was mixed, irons remaining strong, 
while coal shares and most of the other 
industrials lost several points. Coal shares 
were depressed by the continued warm 
and the difficulty of disposing of 
the output. The coal syndicate declared 
yesterday that it was impossible to sell! all 
the coal produced by its mines, although 
the curtailment of the output was heing 
rigidly enforced. 

The quotations upon iron shares improved 
through further evidence that the 
situation had bettered, 
advances were announced during the week. 
and the various producing centres reported 
growing demands. Owing to the improved 
situation, iron dealers are trying to place 
the largest orders possible. Iron producers, 
however, refuse long contracts at the pres- 
ent prices. The foreign demand is also 
strong, and iron stocks are being rapidly di- 
minished. 

The market was chiefly dominated during 
the last week by the two 3 per cent. loans, 
amounting to 300,000,000 marks, in which 
there have already been immense transac- 
tions. The impression prevails here that 
the subscribers to these loans wil) throw 
their allotments upon the market as soon as 
these are received. It is expected taat the 
allotments will be made next Wednesday, 
preference being given to the bona-fide in- 
vestors, so far as these are ascertainable. 

The market also showed great interest in 
the Mortgage Bank obligations, and some 
foreign rentes attracted marked attention. 
Shares of the ocean transportation compa- 
nies rallied strongly during the week upon 
the expectation that Herr Ballin, President 
of the Hamburg-American Line, and Dr. 
Wiegand of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company will effect an advan- 
tageous arrangement in New York. 

American rails were again quite neglected 
on the Boerse. The Germans continue buy- 
ing Kafirs heavily, and are expecting great 
things in these securities in the near fut- 
ure. Money still remains very easy, and it 
is almost impossible to place call loans at 
1% per cent. The monthly settlement will 
pass very smoothly, and short interest 
seareely exists. The rates of foreign ex- 
change show a slightly rising tendency, ow- 
ing to the abundance of money.

Mr. Carnegie’s Donation Supplemented 
by $300,000 from the Cooper and 
Hewitt Families. 

Abram 5S. Hewitt, Secretary of Cooper 
Union, announces that the descendants of 
Peter Cooper—ex-Mayor Edward 8. Cooper, 
his sister Miss Sarah Amelia Cooper, and 
ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt and family— 
have given to Cooper Union $800,000, being 
a sum equal to that given by Andrew Car- 
negie last week. These amounts, in addi- 
tion to like donations made by Mr. Car- 
negie and the Peter Cooper heirs in Decem- 
ber, 1899, make in all $1,200,000, or $600,000 

from each, 

The fact that the cost of carrying on the 
work of Cooper Union last Year was about 
$18,000 more than the income of its funds 
became known to Mr. Carnegie, and he ac- 
cordingly made the gift announced on Sat- 
urday.

ROUMANIAN JEWS ASK AID. 


Appeal to Their Countrymen for Help 
to Obtain Work. 

Over 200 Raumanian Jews assembled in 
a hall at 98 Forsyth Street yesterday after- 
noon and agreed upon a statement which 
will be presented this week to representa- 
tive Hebrew charities and to a number of 
wealthy Hebrews known for their philan- 
thropy. 

These Roumanian Jews have formed an 
organization which they call the Co-opera- 
tive Industrial Colony, and they hope to 
secure a tract of land somewhere in the 
United States where they may bring their 
families and establish a colony. It was said 
at previous meetings that the various He- 
brew charities had not aided these men. 
These statements were denied by the so- 
cieties. The special object of the meeting 
yesterday was to these denials. 
After the meeting, which was conducted 
in the Roumanian tongue, Chairman. P. 
Reiss made the following statement: 

** Most of the members of the Roumanian 
colony in the United States have been here 
but a few months, some but weeks. The 
reason for their coming is the persecution 
of the Jews in Roumania. Many of those 
here were assisted to come by the Alliance 
Israelite Universelle, but their families are 
still in Roumania, and they have no means 
to bring them here. There are but very few 
Roumanians in business here, so that these 
arrivals, who cannot speak the language, 
found it difficult to get a start. In this 
emergency we appealed to the Hebrew 
Charities, but they did not give the kind of 
help that was needed, This statement has 
been denied, but we can produce 150 men 
who were sent away from New York, and 
who had to come back, often walking and 
begging along the way. This was because 
a tinsmith was sent to take a job as a

clerk in a clothing store, and a skilled jew- | 


eler Was sent to work in a coal mine, And 
there are many other such cases. 

‘Now, we wish to have it understood 
that we are not asking for charity. We 
don’t want to be supported, we want an 
opportunity to work. And we appeal to the 
Hebrew charitable societies and philan- 
thropists to assist us in securing work. 
Certainly a people driven away from their 
country by religious persecution, separated 
from their families, and destitute, are en- 
titled to sympathy. As soon as possible 
many of the men wish to bring their fami- 
lfes over to this free country, where they 
will not be persecuted for their religion. 
Just now, however, the immediate need is 
for work, and we appeal to the public to 
help us to that end.”

LABOR DELEGATES 
DENOUNCE SOCIALISTS 


Recent Attacks on Leaders and 
Civic Federation Convention. 


Bad Quarter of an Hour for Extremists 
at Central Federated Union Meet- 
ing—The Case of Yglesias. 


The Socialists were handled without 
gloves at yesterday's meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union for their attacks on 
labor leaders and the arbitration plans of 
the National Civic Federation at the anti- 
industrial peace conference at 64 East 
l'ourth Street last week. 

The subject was started by James Ryan 
of the Photo-Engravers’ Union, one of the 
committee of delegates sent by the central 
body to the conference. 

‘‘T was sorry to see the way in which 
the conference was conducted,’ he said. 
* Even President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor had no immunity from 
their shameful attacks. The way in which 
he was vilified was ungrateful in the last 
degree, as well as disgraceful. He spent 
twenty years of the best part of his life in 
the cause of labor." 

Delegate Ryan went on to say that he 
aitended the convention of the Civic Fed- 
eration himself, and was pleased with the 
prospects of Industrial peace. At this con- 
vention he had a talk with Senator Mark 
ianna, and found that Mr. Hanna was 
only glad to assist in any plan to 
bring labor and capital together. He had 
also some talk with President Schwab of 
the United States Steel Corporation regard- 
ing the union label. He told both of them 
what he thought should be the relations 
between employers and employes. 

“I tried to tell this to the people at the 
conference last week,"’ continued Delegate 
Ryan, “but. was hooted and could not 
make myself heard. Even the Chairman 
would not allow me the privilege of the 
lloor, though | was a delegate there from 
this body.”’ 

_ Delegate Ryan then denounced the con- 
ference and its promoters. 

Herman Grossman of the Cloakmakers'’ 
Union and other delegates spoke in defense 
of President Gompers, 

The Socialists did not

Cigarmakers’' Union No. 90, the Socialist 
crganization which called the conference, 
got up and in a hesitating manner suggest- 
ed that as it had been decided at the 
conference to get up a mass meeting to 
further “criticise’’ the Civic Federation 
the unions in the central body should chip 
in tor the expenses. 

Delegate Wolf was soon sorry he spoke. 
A pertect tornado of protests broke on his 
ears, and he sat down looking scared. 

Philip Kelly of the Theatrical Protective 
Union was one of a dozen who tried to 
get the floor. 

*T am sorry that these men even dared 
to demand donations for such a purpose,"’ 
he said. “It is an insult to ask us to 
contribute for the holding of a meeting 
to denounce the head of the American 
Federation of Labor. The members of the 
Civic Federation's Arbitration Committee 
are trying to better the conditions of work- 
ingmen, but these fellows can only roast 
decent men and try to malign them.” 

“They do nothing but abuse and malign 
people. They never accomplish anything, ’ 
said another delegate. 

Other delegates indignantly repudiated the 
attacks of the Socialists on labor leaders. 
The Socialists did not venture to press 
their request for contributions for the 
mass meeting or to reply to the criticisms 
on the conference they organized, 

It was decided to defer a final verdict

Merchants’ Association to Fight Bill Re- 
ducing It to 5 Per Cent. 

The Merchants’ Association has sent out 
thousands of circulars to merchants 
throughout the State, in opposition to the 
bill of Assemblyman Moran of Seneca 
County, now before the Legislature, pro- 
viding for reduction of the legal interest 
rate to > per cent. The circular declares 
that the business machinery of this State 
is threatened with destruction by the at- 
tempt to limit the rate arbitrarily to 5 per 
cent. It says: 

“Its effect will be to greatly restrict the 
borrowing power of retail merchants every- 
where, who, as a rule, borrow upon their 
credit and without security. It will also 
sharply restrict. the borrowing power of 
manufacturers, who borrow mainly from 
commission merchants on the security of 
their output, for the reason that such loans 
will no longer afford a profit to commis- 
sion merchants, 

“Similar bills for the reduction of inter- 
est have been offered in nearly every Legis- 
lature for several years past. Almost in- 
variably they have had the support of the 
majority of the members from the rural 
counties, on the assumption that they bene- 
fited the great mass of thé people at the 
expense of the great body of capital ac- 
cumulated in the City of New York. This 
assumption is utterly unsound, Its fallacy 
has hitherto been fully shown by this as- 
sociation. 

“One section of the State cannot thrive 
by sapping the vitality of another part. It 
is of vital interest to the prosperity of the 
State, as a whole, that the prosperity of 
the City of New York be promoted by 
equitable laws, instead of being continually 
harassed by measures which threaten its 
capital, and not infrequently seem to be 
intended for purposes of blackmail.” 

Merchants throughout the city and State 


are urged to communicate with the repre- | 


sentatives in the Legislature of the district 
in which they live, urging them to oppose 
the passage of the bill.

She called down stairs to ask what the 
noise was about. 

“Come down stairs quick,’’ shouted Miss 
Hauck, * there is a burglar in our room.” 

“Wait till 1 get a revolver,” cried Mrs, 
Terwilliger, ‘“‘ and I will come.”’ 

Taking from a drawer the weapon she 
spoke of Mrs. Terwilliger hurried down 
stairs. But the burglar had not waited her 
coming. He sped down stairs. Then Mrs. 
Terwilliger threw open the window of Miss 
Hauck’s room and shouted “ Police!’ sev- 
eral times. Two officers and a citizen re- 
sponded, but the burglar was not found.

SHOT HIMSELF IN BATTERY PARK. 


Young Man Commits Suicide Near the 
Aquarium. 


A young man who has not yet been iden- 
tified committed suicide yesterday after- 
noon about 5:30 o'clock in Battery Park 
midway between the Aquarium and the 
Battery Landing, alongside the offices of 
the Dock Commissioners. It was apparent- 


ly a case of despondency, and the suicide 
had every appearance of having been some- 
time well-to-do. 

The young man was about twenty-four 
or twenty-six years old, and weighed about 
140 pounds. e was 5 feet 7 inches in 
height, and was dressed in a brown check 
suit, with grayish trousers, and wore an 
overcoat. He killed himself by shooting 
with a revolver, which was new, and it is 
supposed that he had spent his last money 
to get it, as there was no money found 
on his body except three pennies. The 
bullet entered his head just behind the 
right ear, and Surgeon Old of the Hudson 
Street Hospital, who was summoned by 
Officer Thomas Egan, who was on the 
post at the time the suicide occurred, said 
that death was probably instantaneous, 

In the young man’s hat were found the 
initials ‘J. C. A.,"” which were cut in the 
sweatband of an Alpine hat of black, 
stamped in silver with the brand ‘ Pana- 
ma.’’ His body was removed to the Church 
Street Station House.

Excitement Among Congregation of St.
